ORIGIN  OF  THE  SOUTHWORTH  FAMILY. 


The  name  South7/orth  originated  probably  in  the  thirteeikh 
century  when  surnames  first  came  into  general  use.  All  people 
were  known  by  their  Christian  names  but  different  methods  were 
used  to  distinguish  them,  as  John  the  White,  John  the  Brown  etc* 
leading  to  the  present  surnames  White,  Brown  etc..  Another  class 
of  surnames  is  the  local  name  to  which  Southworth  belongs.  For  in¬ 
stance,  in  order  to  distinguish  one  Edward  from  another,  the  place 
from  which  he  came  was  sometimes  used,  as  Edward  from  Lincoln, 
Edward  from  Graham  etc.  Later  the  preposition, from,  was  dropped 
and  they  were  called  Edward  Lincoln  or  Edward  Graham.  Southworth 
was  the  name  of  the  estate  in  Lancashire,  England,  and  the  first 
occupants  were  called  Southworth  or  rather  de  Southworth  meaning 
from  Srcuthworth.  Worth  meant  a  meadow  or  field  temporarily  or 
partly  surrounded  by  water  and  South  indicated  its  direction  from 
some  other  location. 

The  first  ancestor  of  whom  we  have  any  record  was  Roger 
de  Ashton  who  lived  about  1100,  his  oldest  son  was  Orm  de  Ashton 
and  Orm  de  Ashton's  son  was  Roger  de  Croft.  Roger  de  Croft  was 
born  about  1190  and  was  the  first  to  take  the  name  of  Southworth. 

He  was  a  falconer  to  King  John  and  acquired  considerable  estate. 

He  appears  in  the  eurvey  of  1212  as  holding  land  in  Southworth, 
Burton  and  Croft.  He  had  two  sons  Hugh  and  Gilbert,  but  the  estate 
passed  directly  into  the  hands  of  Gilbert,  son  of  Hugh.  It  then 
passed  to  Gilbert,  son  of  Gilbert,  whose  name  appears  on  a  docu¬ 
ment  dated  1292.  Gilbert's  son  was  William,  and  from  him 
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the  estate  went  to  Gilbert  de  Southworth  who  was  living  in  1330  and 
who  married  Alicia  de  Ewyas  with  whom  he  received  Salmesbury  Hall 
and  became  Lord  of  Salmesbury,  which  lies  on  the  old  Roman  road 
running  through  Warrington,  Wigan  and  Preston  to  Lancaster.  Here 
the  family  resided  for  three  hundred  years.  Salmesbury  is  on  the 
river  Ribble,  this  stream  being  historical  for  the  many  ancient 
battles  fought  upon  its  banks,  and  it  is  believed  to  be  the  scene 
of  Arthur  and  his  "Knights  of  the  Round  Table."  The  ruins  of  many 
ancient  churches,  abbeys  and  halls  are  still  to  be  found  along  its 
banks.  One  of  the  first  churches  of  England  was  situated  on  this 
river  just  above  the  mouth  of  the  Calder.  It  was  known  as  the 
Whalley  Church,  and  the  first  dean  was  known  as  Spart ilingus ,  and 
it  is  said  that  the  Southworths  can  be  traced  directly  to  him. 

The  manor  Southworth,  from  whence  the  family  gets  its  name, 
is  situated  in  the  south  of  Lancashire  in  the  parish  of  Winwick. 

The  old  hall  was  probably  destroyed  in  some  of  the  early  raids  of 
the  Scots.  Salmesbury  Hall  was  rebuilt  by  Sir  Gilbert  and  is  said 
to  have  been  in  the  form  of  a  hollow  square  with  one  side  ooen,  the 
smoke  escaping  through  a  hole  in  the  roof.  It  was  surrounded  by  a 
moat,  the  marks  of  which  have  been  seen  in  quite  recent  times.  This 
older  portion  is  still  to  be  seen  in  suite  of  the  fact  that  many 
additions  have  been  made.  This  part  is  constructed  of  much  heavier 
timbers  than  the  more  modern  parts  of  the  building.  The  frame  is 
of  heavy  oak  timbers  with  horizontal  arches  and  beams.  The  hall 
is  still  in  a  good  state  of  preservation  and  the  present  occupants 

are  still  interested  in  its  history. 

The  immediate  heirs  of  Sir  Gilbert  have  left  very  good 
records  of  themselves  and  all  except  one  or  two  were  knights  and 
served  their  country  in  both  military  and  civil  capecities. 
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Sir  John  was  son  of  Sir  Gilbert  and  is  said  to  have  been  in  the 
Siege  of  Harfleur  and  died  there  Oct.  5th,  1415.  He  married 
Margaret  de  Houghton  who  descended  from  William  de  Warren.-  John's 
son  was  Thomas  and  was  at  one  time  member  of  Parliament  from  county 
of  Lancashire.  Sir  Thomas’  heir  was  Richard  de  Southworth  and  he 
married  Elizabeth  Mollineaux  whose  ancestor,  William  de  Molines, 
one  of  the  Norman  nobles,  came  over  to  England  with  William  the 
Conqueror. 

Sir  Christopher  de  Southworth  succeeded  his  father  Richard 
as  Lord  of  Salmesbury.  He  married  Isabelle  Dutton  who  descended 
from  eight  of  the  barons,  who  were  sureties  for  the  observance  of 
Magna  Charta.  Sir  John,  son  and  heir  of  Sir  Christopher,  married 
Helen  de  Langton.  The  descent  of  Helen  de^  Langton  is  about  the 
same  as  that  of  Margaret  Houghton  and  may  be  traced  back  to  a 
brilliant  array  of  royalty.  Sir  John  died  in  1519.. 

Sir  Thomas  was  son  and  heir  of  Sir  John  and  was  married 
twice,  first  to  Ann  Stanley  from  whom  he  was  divorded  and  second 
to  Margaret  Boteler  (Butler).  He  restored  Salmesbury  Hall  in  1532 
and  erected  the  minstrels  gallery.  He  also  built  the  southeast¬ 
wing  which  is  now  the  main  mart  of  the  building  and  completed  it 
in  1545.  He  seems  to  have  been  of  an  arbitrary  disposition  and 
hard  to  deal  with.  He  died  in  1546. 

Sir  John  Southworth,  son  of  Sir  Thomas,  came  into  poss¬ 
ession  of  Salmesbury  Hall  and  many  other  estates  upon  the  death  of 
hie  father.  He  was  probably  the  richest  member  of  the  family.  He 
was  High  Sheriff  of  the  county  in  1562  and  member  of  Parliament 
from  Lancashire  in  1566.  He  supported  300  men  in  the  war  against 
the  Scots  in  the  latter  part  of  Mary's  reign.  He  was  highly  com¬ 
mended  by  the  royalty  for  his  service. 
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This  seems  to  have  been  a  crisis  in  the  history  of  the 
family  for  at  this  point  the  v/ealth  and  honor  of  the  family  de¬ 
cline.  At  this  time  Elizabeth’s  reign  began  and  strict  religious 
reforms  were  ordered,  to  which  northern  England  was  slow  to  respond* 
Sir  John  was  very  influential  in  northern  England  and  was  exception¬ 
ally  loyal  to  the  Catholic  faith.  He  was  arrested  for  harboring 
priests  at  the  Hall  and  was  finally  thrown  into  the  New  Fleet  Pris¬ 
on  at  Manchester.  He  possessed  a  brilliant  record,  many  friends 
high  in  authority  and  much  money,  all  of  which  were  in  his  favor. 

He  was  given  many  privileges  and  his  life  was  less  arduous  than 
might  be  expected.  He  had  many  opportunities  to  escape  and  obtain 
release  with  bail  but  refused  it  on  the  ground  that  he  would  be 

given  more  annoyance  at  liberty  than  in  prison.  However,  he  was 

are 

afterwards  released  on  conditions  that  wexe  nbt  known. 

Sir  John  was  now  an  old  man  and  his  service  for  his  country 
had  been  repayed  with  persecution  which  he  considered  unjust.  His 
wealth  had  been  diminished  and  the  nosition  of  influence  and  prom¬ 
inence  enjoyed  by  him  and  his  ancestry  was  gradually  alienated  and 
in  a  hundred  years  nothing  of  the  rank  and  estate  was  left. 

Thomas,  the  eldest  son  of  Sir  John  was  born  in  1561.  He 
the 

was  first  of  a  family  to  become  a  Protestant.  While  he  exercised 
every  effort  to  lessen  his  father's  penalties,  he  evidently  wasn't 
enough  in  sympathy  with  his  belief  to  adhere  to  it.  Little  is  known 
of  Thomas  except  that  he  had  a  large  family  of  seven  sons  and  four 
daughters,  who  were  living  in  1595  when  the  grandfather,  Sir  John 
made  his  will.  The  wealth  of  the  family  is  estimated  at  this  time 
at  eighteen  Manors  involving  about  eight  thousand  acres  of  land. 

It  is  known  that  in  the  family  of  Thomad  Southworth,  there 
was  a  son  named  Edward  who  had  a  brother  named.  Thomas,  but  whether 
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this  Edward  was  the  Edward,  father  of  Constant,  who  came  to  America, 
Is  not  known  with  certainty,  but  the  name  of  the  brother,  Thbmas, 
who  was  oresent  at  the  wedding  in  Leyden  would  indicate  this. Grant¬ 
ing  that  such  is  the  case,  this  Edward  was  not  the  eldest  of  the 
family  hence  would  not  have  received  a  very  large  portion  of  the 
small  fragment  of  the  estate  that  may  have  remained  at  this  time* 

We  know  that  Edward  Southworth  was  in  Leyden,  Holland  to  which 
place  it  will  be  remembered  that  the  Pilgrims  went  after  leaving 
England.  At  this  place  Edward  married  Alice  Carpenter,  who  it  i6 
rumored  was  oreviously  engaged  to  William  Bradford. 

Strong  circumstantial  evidence  of  the  identity  of  the 
Edward  of  the  Pilgrims  and  the  Edward  of  Lancashire  is  given  in  the 
record  of  the  marriage  of  Edward  which  is  still  on  record  in  Leyden, 
Holland.  This  may  be  found  on  the  following  page,  also  in  the  will 
of  Sir  John  Southworth,  made  in  1595.  The  names  of  the  seven  grand¬ 
children  are  given  in  order  of  age.  They  are  John,  Thomas , William, 
Richard,  Michael,  Christopher  and  Edward.  The  younger  sons  were  to 
receive  an  annuity  of  twenty  nobles  (about  6  or  7  pounds)  during 
their  lives.  It  is  not  surprising  that  Edward  should  be  a  wander¬ 
er  under  these  conditions.  At  the  wedding  in  Leyden  he  was  accom¬ 
panied  by  Thomas,  a  brother  of  an  age  that  would  correspond  to 
Thomas,  son  of  Sir  John. * 

A  few  months  after  the  marriage  of  Edward  to  Alice  Carpen¬ 
ter,  William  Bradford  married  Dorothy  May,  and  in  1620  set  sail  for 

America  with  the  Pilgrims.  The  details  of  the  voyage  show  that  the 

Speedwell  in  which  they  started  was  wholly  unseaworthy  and  that  the 

Mayflower  was  finally  resorted  to.  Edward  and  Alice  were  known  to

It  Us  not  known  that  the  relations  between  father  and  son  were 
troublesome,  but  correspondence  was  neglected  and  knowledge  of  the 
New  York  family  is  lacking  at  the  present  time.  The  date  of  his 
marriage  to  Alzina  Howard  is  not  known  with  any  degree  of  certainty 
but  probably  about  1820.  He  died  7  Nov.,  1875  at  Centerville,  Pa.
